FIGHTING continues in the Spanish civil war. ‘Messages from 


Reuter’s Correspondents suggest, however, that the Govern- 
ment is slowly, but steadily, gaining control. 


On Saturday evening an independent republic of Catalonia was 
declared at Barcelona, but before twelve hours had passed the 
president, Sefior Companys, and his Ministers had surrendered to the 


Government forces :

BARCELONA, Sunday. 


After two ultimatums, half-en-hour’s 
rifle fire and a few minutes’ bombardment 
by the artillery under Genera] Batet, 
commander of the loyalist forces, Don 
Companys, the President of the new 
Catalan Republic, which was declared last 
night, surrendered at six o'clock this 
morning. with his Ministers. 

At first the declaration of the Republic 
was greeted with great popular enthusiasm, 
but later hostilities broke out between the 
Republican forces and the troops which 
were loyal to the Central Government. | 

Ceaseless firing went on during the night. 
and troops were sent to reinforce the 
loyalist garrison. Early this morning a 
regiment of infantry under General Batet 
surrounded the Generalidad Palace, in 
which Don Companys and his Ministers 
were stationed. : 

General Batet first sent an ultimatum 
to Don Companys demanding his surrender 
When this was ignored the loyalist troops 
fusilladed the palace with rifle fire for 
half-an-hour. 


PRESIDENT’S HEAD HIGH, 


A further ultimatum was then sent 
threatening that the palace would be bom 
barded with artillery at dawn :f the rebels 
did not surrender. At dawn the loyalist 
guns opened fire, and after a few minutes 
President Companys and his followers 
surrendered. Don Companys held his head 
high and seemed indifferent to his fate. 

In a final broadcast message to the 
Barcelona people Don Companys said he 
was surrendering because all the means 
of resistance had been exhausted, and he 
desired to avoid new sacrifices. President 
Companys is reported to be wounded, as 
is Sefior Badia, one of the leaders of the 
movement. 

Sefior Azana, the former Socialist 
Premier of Spain, who was to have pre- 
sided over the new Catalan Republican 
Government, fled. 

Heavy casualties occurred during the 
disturbances. Fifteen wounded have becn 
removed from the Generalidad Palace and 
fifty wounded from another building. The 
worst bloodshed occurred during an attack 
on the Naval Air Force barracks, which 
was occupied by Government troops. Here 
twenty were killed and seventy wounded. 

It is understood that President Zamora 
himself has intervened to save President 
Companys from an immediate courtmartia! 
and execution. The Cabinet will meet at 
midday to decide whether he shall be tried 
by the Military Tribunal or handed 
over to the Tribunal of Constitutional 
Guarantees. 

Don Companys and his Ministers and 
the Mayor and Councillors of Barcelona, 
who also were arrested, have been trans- 
ferred in custody on board a steamer lying 
in the harbour. The magistrates, who are 
investigating the case against them, will 
continue their work on board. 


INTERMITTENT FIRING. 


General -Batet has taken complete 
charge of the city. Intermittent firing has 
been going on throughout the day. Several! 
buildings are in ruins. 

Many of the shock troops who at first 
supported the uprising have gone over to 
General Batet’s forces. = i 

The impossibility of obtaining reliable 
estimates of the casualties has led to the 
circulation of many wild rumours. The 
actual returns given by the hospitals, how- 
ever, suggest that the death roll may not 
exceed from fifty to sixty, whilst the 
wounded may number from 150 to 200.

GULF OF SMYRNA 
INCIDENT. 


‘DESTROYERS RETURN 
SHOTS.

ISTANBUL, Sunday. 


AS extraordinary incident in which 
Turkish coastal batteries opened fire 
on two French destroyers has taken place 
in the Gulf of Smyrna. 

The French destroyers, Cassard and 
Guepard, under the command of Vice- 
Admiral Rivet, were due to arrive here 
next week after visiting Greek waters. 

Yesterday they steamed up the Gulf of 
Smyrna, which is a military zone. 

The Turkish coastal batteries opened 
fire on the destroyers, which are reported 
to have returned the fire. 

Messages from Angora state that the 
French Embassy there had requested per- 
mission from the Turkish Government for 
the destroyers to visit Smyrna. 

The Turkish authorities, however, re- 
fused permission because no foreign war- 
ships are allowed to enter Smyrna. The 
French Embassy is now in communication 
with the Turkish Foreign Office regarding 
the incident. 

.The Turkish Government, it is learned, 
while protesting against the violation of 
Turkish territorial waters at Smyrna, 
wishes to settle the incident amicably. 

An exchange of views is now wen 
place on the subject between the Turkis 
Foreign Office and the French Embassy. 
It is believed that no lives were lost in the

Sefior Luis de Zulueta, the Spanish 
Ambassador in Berlin, and Sefior Barnes, 
the Ambassador in Mexico, who are both 
Left Wing Republicans, are reported to 
have resigned their posts.

MUSSOLINI’S 
DECLARATION. 
: 
“I ALLUDED TO 
HUNGARY.” 
DISARMAMENT BURIED. 


PEAKING at Milan on Saturday 
Signor Mussolini referred to dis- 
armament, and declared that Mr. Hender- 
son, the Chairman of the Disarmament 
Conference, could not succeed in reviving 
the Lazarus of disarmament, which was 
buried under navies and cannon, 

‘“‘ Tf it as to be peace,” said Signor Mus- 
solini, ‘‘then that peace must be accom- 
panied by justice. e can then adorn our 
rifles with the olive branch. But if this 
peace cannot come, then, you may rely 
upon it, we shall instead adorn our rifles 
with bayonets and with new victories.’’ 

Subsequently (says Reuter) the Duce 
sent the following telegram to General 
Goemboes, the Hungarian Prime Minister :

should accompany it, I thonght of, and 
alluded to, H:wngary.”’ 

General Goemboes sent the following

CONDITION OF INVALIDS 
IMPROVED. 


Shortly before midnight the Cunard- 
White Star liner Laurentic berthed in the 
Alexandra Basin, Dublin, with 1,300 Irish 
The 
pilgrimage, which was organised by the

Owing to rough weather experienced off 
Land’s End, the Laurentic did not arrive 
in Dublin Bay until midday, but missed 
the tide by an hour and was forced to lie 
at anchor off the port for twelve hours 
until suitable high water conditions could 
be obtained at the bar. When the ship 
berthed last night only five stretcher cases 
were removed by St. John Ambulance 
men. ‘The remainder of the sick and pas- 
sengers will be disembarked this morning. 
Alderman A. Byrne, T.D., Lord Mayor 
of Dublin, whe was one of the pilgrims, 
was very enthusiastic about the voyage, 
and described the scenes at the Lourdes 
grotto as being most impressive. He 
made the acquaintance of the. Bishop of 
Lourdes and Tarbes, Monsignor Gerlier, 
who, he said, recalled with pleasure his 
visit to Dublin during the Eucharistic 
Congress of 1932, and was warm in his 
praise of the Irish pilgrims and the Irish 
people in general.

It is not expected that any sharp 
cleavage of opinion will be revealed. The 
meeting is a ‘sequel to last Thursday’s 
gathering, at which the attitude adopted 
by the executive in regard to Genera! 
O’Duffy’s resignation was unanimously

OUTCOME OF ECONOMIC 
CONDITIONS.

66 HOUSANDS of respectable and 
honest Irish farmers are losing 
heart and are fearful of the future,’’ said 
the Rev. R. Mc.N. Boyd, B.D., M.C., Pre- 
bendary of Tipperkevin, who preached at 
the Harvest Thanksgiving Service in St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral, Dublin, yesterday 
afternoon. E 
‘‘ Some time ago,” the preacher said, 
“I walked with a man over his farm. 
When I remarked on the excellent quality 
of his herds and crops, his reply was: 
‘They are as good as I ever possessed, 
but it would be better for me if I had 
never seen any of them.’ That reply 
came from an honest Christian man, 
whose heart is bound up in the welfare 
of Ireland. I am sure he made it without 
due thought, but I mention his reply 
because it is typical of a state of “ind 
which is becoming far too prevalent among 
people whose work is connected with the 
land. This holds within it the beginnings 
of an outlook which is antagonistic to 
Christian teaching, and which may 
ultimately lead to a Communism definitely 
materialistic and contrary to all the best 
traditions of our land? 

“This state of mind is not directly due 
to a growing unbelief in the goodness ot 
God and His wonderful manifestation of 
love in the provision of the harvest. It 
is rather the outcome of the economic con- 
ditions which are pressing heavily upon 
many of our fellow-countrymen to-day. 


LOSS INSTEAD OF GAIN. 


“These are getting little or no return 
for their efforts. Im many cases the 
result of the year’s work is loss instead 
of gain. Where there was once content- 
ment and hope there is now too evident a 
spirit of hopelessness and self-pity. 

'“I mention these things, not by way of 
passing any opinion as to the advisability 
of the present, economic state, but rather 
because in the production of the harvest, 
and, indeed, in the accomplishment of all 
honest work, I would emphasise our mutual] 
dependence upon one another. The well 
being, for instance, of those who dwell in 
cur towns and cities depends ultimately 
on the well-being and contentment of those 
engaged in agriculture. 

‘‘ Tf men would but realise their brother- 
hood in the family of God, there would 
be no room left for self-will and ill-will. 
For a “wider -manifestation of that 
Christian spirit of good-will, peace and 
fellowship I earnesjly appeal. It is because 
I_ believe that re nation we are ‘pre- 
dominantly lovai to Christ Our King that 
I can hopefully make such an appeal to 
those to whom God has given the responsi 
bilities of leadership.” 


COUNTRY’S WELFARE. 


Speaking on the duty of being thankful.

MAJORITY RULE IN 
SPAIN. 


The Times, commenting in a leading 
article to-day on the events in Spain, 
observes:—-For the first time since last 
year’s general election, Spain has a 
Government with a majority of its own 
in the Cortes. This innovation will be 
all to the good if the victors can restrain 
their followers from the satisfaction of 
personal or party hatreds at the expense 
of the vanquished. Senior Lerroux’s 
eg statement that martial law would 

applied with rigour, but without 
cruelty, justifies the hope that the Govern- 
ment will not gratuitously provide the 
Opposition with martyrs. Clemency, com- 
bined with a greater readiness for political 
compromise than most Spanish parties 
have yet displayed under the republic, 
may give Spain a more stable régime than 
her people have enjoyed since the fall of 
the monarchy. But here again the leaders 
of the various groups that compose the 
parliamentary majority are likely to have 
difficulties with their supporters. 
Since the days of Torquemada, Sp nish 
politicians, whether clerics or laymen, 
have paid little practical attention to the 
adage that half a loaf is better than no, 
bread. There are, for example, obvious 
possibilities of friction between the 
popular Agrarians, who, as fervent 
Catholics, oppose the Articles of the Con- 
stitution which separate Church and 
State and forbid the religious Orders to 
teach,. and the Radicals, who have never 


‘been suspected of clerical sympathies, On 


the other hand, the danger of Fascism, to 


which the Radicals and most of the 
Catholics are hostile, seems to be grossly 


exaggerated.

GRAPHIC account of a fruitless 

search for the British steamer Mill- 
pool, which, it is feared, foundered with 
all hands during the terrific gales which 
are sweeping the North Atlantic, was 
given at Plymouth yesterday when the 
Cunard-White Star liner Ascania arrived 
from Canada twenty-four hours late. 

Bad weather was experienced soon after 
the Asca left Montreal, and at the 
height offilahe storm on Monday. night 
S.0.8. messages were picked up from the 
Millpool, which had left Hartlepool on 
September 4th in the course of a voyage 
from Danzig to Montreal with a cargo of 
grain. : 

Her wireless operator reported that 
three members of the crew of twenty-six 
were injured, her mainmast had crashed 
down, wrecking the after hateh, and she 
was making water fast. 

The Ascania at once left her course, and 
throughout the night fought her way 
through the eighty miles an hour gale to 
the position given by the Millpool. 
Further messages were picked up as she 
raced to the help of the singing ship, but 
they grew fainter and fainter, and at two 
o'clock in the morning ceased altogether. 

There was still hope that the ship was 
afloat; for her operator had wirelessed. 
that he was working on his emergency 
set, and the cessation of signals might 
have meant only that his batteries were 
exhausted. But when dawn broke and the 
Ascania and the Canadian Pacific 
freighter Beaverhill, which had also raced 


‘to the Millpool’s help, reached the posi- 


tion from which the last message had 
been sent out all that could be seen was 
a wide expanse of mountainous seas. 

For twelve hours the two ships searched 
the vicinity, sending up rockets periodi- 
cally, but not even a piece of wreckage 
was found, and eventually hope had to be 
abandoned, and the vessels resumed their 
voyages. 


NEVER WORSE WEATHER. 


SI have never experienced worse 
weather in all my twenty-seven years of 
the sea,’’ one officer in the Ascania told a 
reporter. ‘‘ Even if the crew of the Mill. 
pool had managed to launch their lifeboats 
they would not have been afloat for long in 
such huge seas. ‘When we could not see 
the ship we expected to find wreckage, and 
Bass a survivor or two clinging ‘> it, 

ut there was absolutely nothing. 

‘“I imagine her decks were stripped 
hours before we arrived, and that when 
she foundered everything went to the 
bottom. 

“The Ascania encountered gales all the 
way across the Atlantic, but little damage 
was caused. The only time we felt the full 
foree of the storm was when we were turn- 
ing to search for the Millpool.’’
